The apoſtle 
Paul, while treating | upon this matter 
ex profeſſo, has thus explained the term 
in Gal. 3. 16. His words are, He faith 
not;” that is, God, in the promiſes he made 
to Abraham, ſaith: not, © and to ſeeds, as 
of 'many ;butas of one, to thy ſeed; which 
feed (as he goes on to aſſure us) is Chriſt.” 
He accordingly; in the following iↄth v. 
uſes the word, ſeed, in this perſonal ſenſe. 
For, ſpeaking there of che law that was 
given by Moſes, he ſays, © it was added 
becauſe of tranſgreſſions, ' till the : ſeed 
ſhould come,“ that is, till the appearing 
of Chriſt, the ſeed it was promiſed ſnould 
come. In agreement with this interpre- 
tation, Chriſt is repreſented as having 
* took on him the ſeed of Abraham.“ 
And his birth into the world is ſpoken of 
Tas the mercy promiſed in the coves 
nant, the oath which God ſware to A-. 
braham,” that is, the promiſe he ſolemn- 
ly made to him, and confirmed by his 
oath; in the words of my text. The ſhort 
of the matter is, the ſeed here promiſed 
to Abraham is the ſame ſeed that was pro- 
miſed toAdam ſoon after his fall; meaning 
Chriſt, the Saviour it pleaſed the all-mer-

builder and maker is God. .* In fine, it 
was becauſe this, and the ſimilar promiſes,

Jacob. For he is not a God of the dead, 

but of the living.” Tis certain, from 
theſe paſſages, if we may rely on the au- 
thority of the new-teſtament writers, that 
the bleſſing promiſed through the ſeed of 


Abraham was virtually, ſeminally and 


implicitly, that ſame ſalvation which has 
ſince, ' as the apoſtle Paul ſpeaks, + © been 
made known,according to the command- 


ment of. the everlaſting God, to all nations 


for the obedience of faith. * 3 


Bur beſides this W wherein 
the bleſſing promiſed principally conſiſts, 
the way and means of its beſtowment are 


included alſo; fuch as the manifeſtation 
of Jeſus Chriſt in our fleſh, as proceeding 


from Abraham; his ſufferings and death; 
his reſurrection from the dead; ; aſcention. 


to heaven, and exaltation at the right 


hand of God; and that ſettlement of God's 


viſible kingdom, in conſequence hereof, 


which now takes place in the world, with

him at it's head. Not that Abraham, or 
any of his poſterity in former ages, were

probable, neither he, nor they, under- 
ſtood any more by them than this, that 
| ſome glorious perſonage, ſpringing from 
him, ſhould, in God's time, in ways un- 
tho't of by them, be the inſtrument in 
ſpiritually “ bleſſing all nations of the 
earth.“ But Hill, the whole work of 
ally contained in this promiſe, that is to 
fay, all that he was to be, to do, and 
to ſuffer, while on earth ; and, all that 
he was afterwards to tranſact in heaven, 
in order to his bringing into effect the de- 
ſign of his mediatory undertaking for ſin- 
ners. The inſpired writers certainly teach 
us to conceive thus of the matter. Hence 
they ſpeak of the incarnation of Chriſt, 
which was an eſſential preparative in the 
plan of God in order to the ſalvation of 
men, as an accompliſhment, in part, of 
this bleſſing promiſed in the covenant 
with Abraham. Thus Maty, the mother 
of our Lord, is introduced in her prophe- 
tic ſong, “ as © rejoicing in God ” upon 
his birth into the world, and for this ſpe-

And as the incarnation of 
Chriſt, ſo his obedience in our nature 
even to the death of the croſs, which 
ought always to be eſteemed the true and 
only moral ground of the beſtowment of 
ſpiritual and heavenly bleſſings, is parti- 
cularly and expreſsly repreſented as that 
1 Which alſo the promiſe to Abraham 
Vas in part fulfilled.

In fine, that ad- 
vantageous ſtate of things, under the 
oſpeEdiſpenſation, which was ſet up by 
Jeſus Chriſt, and has him for its ſupreme 
director and Lord, was likewiſe included 
in this promiſe: So tho't the great apoſtle 
of the. Gentiles ; for one of the main

Not that © all na- 
tions and families, viewed either as col- 
lectiye bodies, or individuals, ſhall be 
bleſſed in Chriſt, whether they are be- 
lievers in him or not. Such an interpre- 
tation would be contrary to the truth of 
fact, as well as ſcripture: But the mean- 
ing is, that in Chriſt, the promiſed ſeed; 

there is no difference between Jew and 
Gentile, between one nation and ano- 
ther; but,in every nation under the whole 
heaven, whoſoeyer believeth in the only 
begotten Son of God, is an © heir of the 
promiſe, and. ſhall, be ringine $6 bleſied 


with faithful Abraham. D 
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Taz apoſtle Paul expreſsly aſſures us, 
that the nations of men, which © ſome- 
times were far off, are made nigh by the 


blood of Chriſt ; for he is our peace, the 


common peace of Jews and Gentiles, 
* having broke down the wall of partiti- 


on between us, and reconciled us both to 


God in one body by the croſs: In con- 


fequence whereof believing Gentiles“ are 
no more ſtrangers and foreigners, but fel · 
low citizens with the ſaints and houſhold 


of God. Accordingly, that is his doc-

And, in fulfilment of this promiſe, the 
goſpel ought to be, and actually was, 
| preached to them. A ſpecimen of this 

we meet with immediately upon the Spi- 

rit's being poured out upon the apoſtles 
on the day of Pentecoſt ; for“ devout 
men, out of every nation under heaven, 
being now at Jeruſalem, the bleſſing,” 
contained in the . promiſe to Abraham,” 


was offered to them i in the name of-Jeſus

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Chriſt. And it & "evident, from the 
preaching, eſpecially of the apoſtle Paul, 
that no diſtihction was made between - 
done nation and another, between one 
man and another; but in all places, and 
to all perſons, as there was opportunity, 
the way to falvation by Jeſus Chriſt was 
impartially 1 made Known. 


Tur language, in Which the 4a 
Bleſſed by Jeſus Chriſt, the promiſed ſeed, 
are ſpoken of in ſcripture; is a further ob- 
ſervable proof, that the nations, in all cor- 
ners of the earth, in all ages, without diſ- 
tinction or limitation, are the object of 
the promiſe in my text. They are intro- 
duced in the book of the Revelation,“ 
Singing a new ſong to Jeſus the lamb 
of God,” and ſaying, © Thou art worthy 
to take the book, and to open the ſeals 
thereof; for thou haſt redeemed us to 
God, by thy blood, out of every kindred, 
and tongue, and people, and nation, and 
haſt made us unto God kings and prieſts.“ 
And the apoſtle John © beheld in viſion, f 
and 1o, a Faw multitude of all nations, 
and kindreds, and people, and tongues, 
ſtood before the throne, and before the 
Lamb, — and cried with a loud voice, ſay- 
ing, Salyation to our God, — and unto

the Lamb. „ And nb Wander © this i is the 
repreſentation ; for the © bleſſed in Jeſus 
Chriſt, ”' in the coming ſtate, will be a 
collection of all ſorts and conditions of 
men, out of all nations, in all parts and 
ages of the world, even from the days of 
Adam, till time ſhall be no more. It is 
accordingly to be remarked here, the 
bleſſing promiſed to “ all nations“ 
looks backwards as well as forwards; ta- 
king in all believers, like Abraham, 7960 
the beginning of the world to that day, 
as well as from that day to the end of the 
world. Hence Chriſt, the promiſed ſeed, 
is ſpoken of, in the revelation to John, “ 
as the Lamb ſlain from the foundation 
of the world, that is, in the purpoſe, 
and according to the counſel of God; 
and ſo as that obedient believers of ali 
nations of the earth, even from the day 
that God promiſed and ſaid, © the ſeed 
of the woman ſhall bruiſe the ſerpent's 
head,“ might be admitted to the benefit 
of © redemption thro! his blood, the for- 
giveneſs of their fins, according to the 
riches of God's noe: 1

IAE now ſaid what may be tho't 
- ſufficient to illuſtrate the promiſe in my 
text. It remains to make what has been 
offered uſeful, by calling your attention 
to ſome ſuitable reflections. And, 


Tux firſt thing obviouſly proce 
is, that the bleſſing mankind in Jeſus 
Chriſt was the aim of God, and what he 
has been proſecuting, all along from the 
beginning of the world. This was at firſt 
ſuggeſted only in general promiſes and 
predictions, and theſe ſo worded as that 
Adam, Abraham, Moſes, David, and the 

Prophets, had not a clear and comprehen- 
ſive underſtanding of the things virtually 
and, really intended by them. And, per- 
haps, it would not have conſiſted with 
the grand inter mediate ſtep. in the affair of 
man's ſalvation, the ſufferings and death 
ol Jeſus, Chriſt, to have-ſpoken more ex- 

f plicitly upon the matter, till this had been 
da ccompliſhed. But Kill, fo much was 

| Taid 


ſaid in the promiſes of God to Adam and 
Abraham, and in the propheſies he inſpi- 
red his prophets to deliver, that it was 
known in general, that ſome great deſign 
of mercy, by ſome extraordinary perſon 
that ſhould be born of a woman, and pro- 
ceed from Abraham, was in proſecution ; 
tho* they could not particularly ſay, what 
this mercy was, or how it would be ac- 
compliſhed thro' this “ feed of the wo- 
man, and © of Abraham.” The clear 
and full knowledge of theſe things was 
reſervedto after-times, and has according- 
ly been revealed in theſe © laſt days. 
And to us, who are able to view the 
ſcheme of God, as it has been explained 
by the birth, life, death, reſurrection and 
exaltation of Jeſus Chriſt, and the ſettle- 
ment of the golpel-kingdom in the world, 
with its means, motives, and advantages, 
in order to effect men's ſalvation, it very 
evidently appears to be one uniform con- 
ſiſtent deſign, begun in the days of Adam, 
and carried on thro' the times of Abraham, 
Moſes, and the prophets,till the coming of 
_ Jeſus Chriſt ; who, in conſequence of his 
_ humiliation to death, went up to heaven, 
and ſets there at the right hand of God, 

_ cloathed with all power, that he might 


finiſh this plan, and finally bring it into 
Dx - effect.

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effect. And it is, with: me; one of the 
| ſtrongeſt evidences of the truth of the 


goſpel, and the revelation contained in it, 
that the promiſe to Abraham, as well as 
that to Adam, and the other ſimilar pro- 
miſes and predictions, are ſo expreſſed as 
that the ſcheme of ſalvation by Jeſus 
Chriſt, as unfolded in the new-teſtament 


writings, is very obviouſly, however 


ſummarily, pointed out in them; inſo- 


much that a ſober enquirer can ſcarce fail 
of being ſatisfied, that one and the ſame 


plan has been in proſecution from the 


beginning ; which plan, however dark 


to former ages, as to it's particulars, is 
now, in the times of the goſpel, made 


| ſufficiently manifeſt to all men. 


Iris likewiſe el to expect, from 


what has been ſaid, that great multitudes 


will be bleſſed in Jeſus Chriſt. For the 


g bleſſing thro' him is promiſed to“ all na- 


tions and families of the earth.” And 


can it be ſuppoſed, when the promiſe is 


thus gloriouſly extenſive, as to its object, 


that a few only will be bleſſed in conſe- 
quence of it? 


WHETHER we anderflarid by this 


bleſling, goſpel means and advantages, 


Pats | under 
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under the adminiſtration of God's viſible 
kingdom by his Son Jeſus Chriſt; or the 
end theſe means are deſigned to effect, 
the bringing men to heavenly happineſs: 
Lit will not be confined to a ſmall num- 
ber, but comprehend a vaſt multitude. 


TE goſpel has already been preached 
to, and the kingdom of the Son of God 
in fact ſettled among, a great many na- 
tions of the earth; inſomuch that if we 
reckon the individuals that now conſtitute 


theſe collective bodies of men, and have 


been their conſtituent parts thro” the ſe- 
veral ſucceſſive ages, ſince Chriſt was 
made known to them, they will be vaſtly 
numerous: And the account will ſtill in- 
creaſe, and riſe almoſt beyond imagina- 
tion, if we carry our thoughts to thoſe 
numberleſs individuals who may yet be 
brought into exiſtence, and form theſe 
communities in all future ages. 


An the member 8 thoſe, wha have 
not only had the kingdom of God among 
them, but formed in them to their being 
made meet for the heavenly kingdom, 
and actually admitted into it will be vaſt- 
ly great like wiſe. To this purpoſe “ the 
man to "ny by the blood of Chriſt, 
out 
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out of every kindred, and tongue, and 
nation, is ſaid, in the book of the Re- 
velation, f to be © ten- thouſand ti mes ten- 
thouſand, and thouſand of thouſands.“ 


And the individuals out of © all nations, 


and kindreds, and people, and tongues,” 

who ſhall finally“ ſtand before the throne, 
and cry, ſalvation to our God and to the 
Lamb, are again repreſented “ as © a 
great multitude which no man can num- 
ber.” From which ſacred declarations we 
have full warrant to fay, that the bleſſed 
dy Chriſt, the promiſed ſeed of Abraham, 
conſidered as one collective body, made 
up of all the individuals that will be ſaved, 
out of all nations, and in all ages from 
the days of Adam, will be an inconcei- 
vably great multitude ! Nor 1s this any 
other than the fulfilment of the word, 
which God ſpake of old to his ſervant 
Abraham, when, upon bidding him 
44 look towards heaven, and tell the ſtars 
if he were able to number them,” he ſaid, 
** SO SHALL THY SEED BUG 


Ir may pertinently alſo be recommen- 
ded to us, from the preceding diſcourſe, to 
exert ourſelves, in all proper ways, that 
the barbarous nations, inhabiting theſe

of the "ROM ON JeſusChriſt,—This lal- 
vation is the ſubje&t-matter of my text, 
the bleſſing it promiſes ; and it is juſtly 
applicable to theſe tribes of men; As 
they are comprehended in the all nati- 
ons”. who ſhall be © bleſſed in the ſeed. of 
Abraham,” they conſtitute a part of the 
OBJECT of this divine engagement, and 
as truely ſo as any other communities 
the human race. And, it may be, they 
were particularly ranked, in the counſels 
of God, among the nations that ſhould, 
eventually be bleſſed thro' the ſeed here 
promiſed ; though it was not till after- 
ages. that they were bro't into actual 
exiſtence. We have ſuch an obſervable 
paſſage as that in the book of Pſalms, * 
%% Have reſpect unto. the covenant ; for: 
the dark places of the earth are full of 
the babitations of cruelty.” The words: 
may be looked upon as a prophetic prayer, 
looking forward to the times of Chriſt, 
when the coyenant-promiſe to Abraham 
ſhould be fulfilled: And the argument 
enforcing the prayer is, that there were 
places, in the earth covered with dark- 
neſs,” whoſe inhabitants were, in a ſingu- 
lar ſenſe, © barbarous and cruel. Per- 
| haps, no places in the earth were ever 
more dark, and at the ſame time more 
given

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given to cruelty, than theſe American 
regions, as poſſeſſed by the ab-originals. 
The Spirit who ſpake thro' David might 
Have in view the nations in theſe parts of 
the earth, and, upon the foreſight of their 
deplorably ſad condition, pray God to 


* reſpe& the covenant, ” his covenant 


with Abraham, which promiſed a bleſſing 


to theſe, among the other nations; a 


bleſſing that would © turn them from 


darkneſs to light,” and of ſavage and cru-. 


el, make them the peaceable, kind and 
tender-hearted diſciples of the meek and 
compaſſionate Jeſus. And theſe nations 
alſo might be eſpecially meant in that 
grant to the Son of God and feed of Abra- 
ham, I © I will give thee the heathen. 
for thine inheritance, and the UTTER- 
MOST PARTS OF THE EARTH for thy 
poſſeſſion.” It may be, the epithet, ur- 
TERMOST, can be applied to no parts of 
the earth with more propriety, than to 


theſe American lands. But whether they 


are particularly intended, or not; tis as 
certain the tribes of men inhabiting here 


are included in the promiſe to Abraham, 


as that they are nations exiſting on the 
earth ; for the promiſe extends to all 8 


ſuch without limitation.
